1. The Australian Championship is open to teams representing State 
Associations which are affiliated with the AWSA. 

2. All players taking part in this tournament must be registered as 
players with Associations affiliated to the State Association they 
represent. 

3. This tournament adopts the Laws of the Game as contained in the 
Referees’ Chart and Players' Guide to the Laws of the Game 
(current edition) as published by the Football Association 
(England) and as modified by these playing rules. 

4. Asize 5 ball shall be used in all games. 

5. Duration of games shall be 2 x 35 minute halves, half time no less 
than 5 minutes, no more than 10 minutes. Injury time may be 
allowed at the referee's discretion. 

. Teams will consist of no more than 18 players and 4 officials. 

. 3 substitues may be used at any time during the game. 

. Should a team bring 18 players to the Championship then they 
will be allowed to list 7 reserves on the team sheet - only 3 of 
whom may be used in any one game. 

9. Each participating State Association is required, wherever 
possible, to have a second strip in case of colour clash. 

10. Should there be a colour clash then the AWAY team will be 
required to change their strip. 

11. Points shall be awarded on the following basis - Win (2), Draw (1), 
Loss (0). 

12. In the event of teams being equal on points at the end of the 
Championship, then goal difference will decide the order of finish. 
If goal difference is the same, then the team with most wins will be 
placed higher in the Championship table. Should the number of 
wins be equal then the team which scored the most goals will be 
placed higher. If goals scored are equal, they will be joint 
placegetters. 

13. If for any reason a State reports that it cannot field a team ona 
certain day during the tournament, then the opposing team shall 
be awarded 2 goals and 2 points. 

14. Neutral referees shall be used whereever possible. All State 
Associations will be invited to nominate a referee. 

15. Trophies and medals for winners and runners-up are to be 
supplied by the AWSA. Perpetual trophies remain the property of 
the AWSA. 

16. Players’ shirt numbers are to remain constant throughout the 
tournament. Any alterations to the printed program must be 
notified to the organisers prior to the first game. 

17. After receiving 3 yellow cards during the tournament, a player 
must be automatically suspended for one game. 

18. Any suspension imposed under Rule 18 and/or a red card offence 
shall be for championship games only and can be carried forward 
if necessary to the next championship.

Through her foresight, enthusiasm and dedication over the past 
fourteen years we have a sport that we all can be proud of. 

An administrator with leadership and ideals she gained the 
admiration of fellow administrators and officials as well as the players, 
and endeared herself to so many people. From being our number one 
supporter for the national team to national treasurer for seven years, the 
central coast women's soccer association's foundation president, 
treasurer of Northern NSW women's soccer federation for ten years, 
manageress of national and state teams on various occasions and 
delegate to the Oceania Women's Soccer Confederation, Irene will 
never be forgotten in the minds and hearts of everyone in women's 
soccer. 

In honour and mamory of Irene, a memorial trophy has been 
provided for special competitions and shall be awarded from time to 
time as a tribute to a great lady. 


In 1974 an invitation was extended to the Macquarie & District 
Women's Soccer Association to compete in the first National Titles for 
Women's Soccer to be conducted in Sydney as they were the only 
association catering for association football for women. They were 
permitted to compete under the banner of "Northern New South Wales" 
in 1974 and did so again in 1975 in Brisbane and Victoria in 1976. 
During these latter stages other bodies were being organised further 
north. The then President of the Macquarie & District Women's Soccer 
Association Mr Kevin White sent invitations to all these he discovered 


organising women's soccer to attend a public meeting held in February 
1977 to forma Northern NSW Women's Soccer Association. 

A successful meeting was held, a constitution was adopted and 
the election of the first official committee was made, they were 
President Mr Kevin White, Secretary Mr Keith Henry, Treasurer Mrs 
lrene Sneyd, Assistant Secretary Mrs Anne Henry, Registrar Mrs Leah 
White. The "Northern NSW Women's Amateur Soccer Association" 
was Officially formed and covered an area from the Hawkesbury River in 
the south to the Queensland Border in the north. This enabled girls 
outside the Newcastle area to be selected in the state team in 1977 to 
compete in the national titles held in Perth. 

Currently women's soccer in Northern NSW is being played not 
only with organised bodies affiliated with the Northern NSW Women's 
Amateur Soccer Association, but also in the schools, and universities 
within the region. 

Affiliated Branches to NNSWWASA are: 

- Macquarie & Districts Women's Soccer Assoc (Newcastle) 

- Central Coast Women's Soccer Association (Gosford) 

- Far North Coast Women's Amateur Soccer Assoc (Lismore) 

- Tamworth Women's Soccer Association (Tamworth) 

- UNE Armidale Women's Soccer Association (Armidale) 

Women's soccer is being played in other areas of NNSW, 
however they have yet to form associations and become members as 
the above have already done. 

In 1979 a change of name took place as follows "Northern NSW 
Women's Amateur Soccer Federation" and at the same time they 
became affiliated to the Northern Soccer Federation Ltd. Since 1980 
the Federation has conducted State Championships between its 
affiliated Branches in Senior, Under Seventeen and Under Fifteen 
divisions. The Championships are held over the Queen's Birthday Long 
Weekend in June each year. From these championships the NNSW 
State teams are selected in all three divisions. The weekend is 
highlighted by the presentation disco at which the NNSW state squads 
are announced. 

Through the formation of the Northern NSW Soccer Council in 
1982 which comprises the Northern Soccer Federation Ltd, Northern 
NSW Amateur Federation, The Christian Churches Soccer Assoc. and 
Northern NSW Women's Amateur Soccer Federation, government 
funding has been achieved and a greater understanding between the 
various soccer bodies has resulted. The soccer council has proven that 
the various soccer bodies can work together on matters of policy and in 
the interest of soccer in general. Mr Allan Hampton is this federations' 
delegate on the council and a director as are all of the members. 

Life membership has been bestowed on Mr Kevin White and 
Mrs Irene Sneyd with Mr John Brockman a life patron. Other members 
that have given many hours of service to the federation are Mr Lionel 
Sneyd, Mrs Pat Moffitt, Mr Allan Hampton, Mr Garry Chamberlain and 
Mrs Elaine Iserief. 

In the short ten years women's soccer has been under way in 
Northern NSW a great deal has been achieved with the rewards being 
many. The state Senior team has been runner up at the national titles 
in 1974, 1980 and 1982. Since the Under Fifteen titles have been 
played they were runner up in 1981, winners in 1982 and runner up in 
1983 with several players being named in the National Squads during 
this period. 

During 1983 discussions were commenced with the Northern 
Territory and New South Wales to participate in an invitational under 
seventeen competition. March 1984 saw this competition under way in 
Darwin and it is hoped this will continue in the following years with other 
states being involved and eventually be conducted as a national title. A 
combined conference between Northern New South Wales, New South 
Wales and Australian Capital Territory took place at the invitation of 
Northern New South Wales in February 1984 at Gosford in order to 
create a closer and more understanding working relationship between 
the states in the interest of women's soccer and proved to be a great 
success. From this conference a new metropolitan league has been 
formed, agreement on the various boundaries made and the re- 
organisation of the October Long Weekend tournament. It is hoped this 
conference will become an annual event. 

The future certainly looks promising.
